A great 
deal of stress was put on the fact that Sobell was not tried sep- 
arately from the Rosenbergs . Stress was also put on the allega- 
tion by the attorney for the defense that Sobell was not tried 
for "Treason" but only for "Conspiracy”. 

"After the film a collection was taken up to be sent to the 
Committee to Free Sobell. The number present was about 90 , and 
the meeting adjourned at about 12:45 p.m."

JULIUS and ETHEL ROSENBERG and MORTON 30BELL 
were convicted in United States District Court, Southern 
District of New York, on March 29, 1951, on a charge of 
conspiracy to commit espionage on behalf of the Soviet 
Union. The ROSEInJBERGS were sentenced to death on April 
5, 1951j and MORTON SOBELL was sentenced to thirty years 
imprisonment on the same date. JULIUS and ETHEL ROSENBERG 
were legally executed at Sing Sing Prison, Ossining, New 
York on June 19, 1953; and MORTON SOBELL Is currently 
serving his sentence at the Medlaal Center for Federal Prisoners, 
Springfield, Missouri. 

3 ♦ AIMS AND PURPOSES 


Between June and November, 1963, the aim and object 
of the LASC was to obtain the release of MORTON SOBELL from 
prison by attempting to influence the decision of the 
Federal Parole Board in favor of SOBELL.

This advertisement announced the formation of the FPCC in 
New York City and declared the FPCC intended to promulgate ”thc 
truth about revolutionary Cuba” to neutralize the distorted 
American press. , 


"The New York Times” edition of January 11, 1961, 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United States 
Senate Internal Security Subcon^Littee on January 10, 1961, Dr. 
CHARLES A. SANTOS -BUCK identified himself and ROBERT TABER as 
organizers of the FPCC, He also testified he and TABER obtained 
funds from the Cuban Govei’nment which were applied toward the cost 
of the afore-mentioned advertisement. 


On May 16, 1963, a source advised that during the first 
two years of the FPCC’s existence there was a struggle between 
Communist Party (CP) and Socialist Workers Party (SWP) elements 
to exert their power within the FPCC and thereby influence FPCC 
policy. However, during the past year this source observed there 
has been a successful effort by FPCC leadership to minimize the 
role of these and other organizations in the FPCC so that today 
their influence is negligible.
